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Upward Surge of Retail Food Prices May Continue in 197S 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Agriculture Department said 
today that retail food prices 
could rise as fast during the 
first half of next year as they 
have risen this year. 
Supermarket prices through 
June could go up at an annual 
rate of 15 Der cent, “barring a 


sharp collapse in domestic and 
world demand,” said J. Daw­ 
son Ahalt, a staff economist 
presenting 
the 
department’s 
analysis of the food price out­ 
look. 
Ellen Zawel, president of the 
National Consumers( Congress, 
said in r^nonse to Ahalt’s pre­ 


pared address to the depart­ 
m en t’s 
annual 
National 
Agricultural 
Outlook 
Con­ 
ference, 
“The 
prospects 
of 
another 15 to 20 per cent in­ 
crease in food prices is mind- 
boggling.” 
Food prices last year jumped 
14.5 per cent and have in­ 


creased about another 15 per 
cent so far this year 


A year ago the department 
predicted a 12 per cent increase 
during 
1974. 
However, 
poor 
harvests reduced supply and 
increased prices. 


Ahalt said prospects are 


“highly uncertain” for the last 
half of 1975, when economists 
again hope for bumper U.S. 
grain crops. 
Ahalt said additional in­ 
creases in processing, dis­ 
tributing and marketing costs 
will add to pressure on prices. 
But he predicted such increases 


will be more in line with overall 
price trends than they have 
been this year, when mid­ 
dlemen have accounted for 84 
per cent of the increase in retail 
prices. 
Ms. Zawel. as she prefers to 
bo known, blasted the depart­ 
ment in her response, saying. 


‘ Retail prices are merely the 
noxious tip of an iceberg whose 
foundation has been system­ 
atically ignored by myopic de­ 
cision-makers.” 
She said food inflation is 
fueled by “the interplay of sup­ 
ply and demand factors and the 
costly structure of the domestic 


food delivery system. 
“While farmers go broke and 
consumers are exhorted to bite 
the bullet, all the food industry 
manages to do is pass the 
buck,” she said. “Consumers 
will no longer tolerate, and can 
no longer afford to pay, the 
pass-along.”

WASHINGTON (AP) - Inte­ 
rior Secretary Rogers C. B 
Morton said today that the Ford 
administration may go along 
with an increase in the gasoline 
tax in an effort to reduce fuel 
consumption. 
“It could be part of a pack­ 
age,” 
of 
energy 
legislation 
being considered by the White 
House, Morton said. 
Interviewed on NBC’s “To­ 
day” show, Morton said the tax 
increase could be used to pump 
money back into the sagging 
economy. 
But one of the problems to be 
considered, he said, is: “ How 
do you get the tax money back 
into the economy in an equi­ 
table fashion?” 
“I think we have to look at the 
other alternatives first.” he 
added. 
Although President Ford has 
condemned it to death, the no­ 
tion of a fuel-saving gasoline 
tax refuses to die. 


With many of the President's 
top energy officials still talking 
up the gasoline tax. Ford may 
yet find the proposal among 
their 
forthcoming 
recom ­ 
mendations. 
The 
officials 
suggest that when he sees their 
other 
proposals, 
Ford 
may 
decide the gasoline tax isn't so 
bad after all. 
Ford has ordered his admin­ 
istration to bring about a re­ 
duction of one million barrels a 
day in the nation's oil con­ 
sumption by the end of 1975, 
preferably 
by 
voluntary 
cooperation. 
But 
the 
White 
House 
acknowledged a few days ago 
that voluntary 
efforts were 
proving inadequate. 
The administration, heading 
for cabinet-level energy policy 
talks at Camp David next Sat­ 
urday, is known to be consid­ 
ering such moves as mandatory 
automobile mileage standards,

PARIS (A P ) — The Common 
M arket sum m it conference 
turned today to the differences 
between the United States and 
France over oil policy after 
agreeing that a united effort is 
necessary to stim ulate the 
world economy. 
President Valery Giscard 
d’Estaing of France arranged 
for the prime ministers of the 
other eight countries in the Eu­ 
ropean Economic Community 
to meet with him privately, 
without aides, to discuss his re­ 
fusal to join in accepting the 
U.S. policy. 
Washington wants to forge a 
united front of oil-importing na­ 
tions to strengthen their bar­ 
gaining position by reduction of 
consumption and other meas­ 
ures ana then negotiate with the 
Arabs and other oil-exporting 
governments. 
The 
other eight 
Common 
Market nations have accepted 
this policy and joined the US.- 
led International Energy Agen-

Albert told reporters he had 
received a call from Bethesda 
Naval Hospital, where Mills is 
under treatment, and “ without 
going into details, Mr. Mills, 
due to his health and on the

Albert added that any deci­ 
sions as to whether Mills will 
want to continue as a member 
*>f the committee will be made

Morton and others who favor 
the alternative of a high gaso­ 
line tax argue that it would be a 
less painful way to cut down 
fuel consumption. 
It might not even cost a care­ 
ful driver any extra money. 
In Morton’s version, the tax 
would be refunded, possibly 
through an income tax credit. 
But the refund would not neces­ 
sarily match each individual’s 
actual gasoline tax payments. 
Morton has suggested a 30- 
eents-per-gallon tax that would 
bring in an estimated $28 billion 
a year at current consumption 
levels. 
Most of the money could be 
refunded equally among all 
citizens over the age of 18, 
drivers and non-drivers alike, 
he suggests. That would work 
out to a payment of around $151) 
a year to each adult citizen. 
A driver whose car covers 
lO.(KK) miles a year at 20 miles 
per gallon would break even, 
recovering as much money as 
he paid out for the extra gaso­ 
line tax. 
Those who drive more would 
find their refund less than their 
gasoline taxes and presumably 
would be encouraged to start 
cutting down on their driving 
Fuel-saving 
drivers 
would 
come out ahead by paying less 
in fuel tax than they get back, 
while non-drivers would pocket 
the full $150 as a bonus for re­ 
lying on public transportation 
and their own 
legs to get 
around. 
Morton has suggested that 
the tax could be phased in 
gradually over a three-year pe 
riod.

Cut Price 
Of Sugar 


NEW YORK (AP) — Two of 
the nation’s biggest sugar refi­ 
ners have cut wholesale prices 
by an amount that could bring 
down the price of a five-pound 
bag by 21 cents. 
Amstar. the largest refiner, 
said Monday it was cutting 
prices immediately by $3.60 for 
100 pounds for grocery sugar. 
And Sucrest Inc. said it would 
follow suit. 
Earlier this month, the two 
companies and National Sugar 
Refining Co. announced a $5.20 
reduction, the first decline in a 
skyward ascent in nearly two 
years. A National spokesman 
said the company was not cut­ 
ting prices again Monday. 
There was speculation that 
because of declining world sug­ 
ar prices a third price cut was 
forthcoming 
Brokers said a 
drop in consum er demand 
pulled the prices down. 
Amstar and Sucrest also an­ 
nounced a $5.75 reduction for 
100 pounds of industrial sugars, 
bringing the price to $61. 
The new w holesale price for a 
bundle of 12 five-pound bags 
was $39 54, they said 
In Washington, Republican 
Reps 
Peter Peyser of New 
York and Silvio O. Conte of 
Massachusetts urged President

toward certain Senate

firmation. 
An overwhelming number of 
Senators are prepared to vote 
today in favor of the nomination 
despite the decision of Sen. 
Barry Goldwater, R-Ariz., to 
oppose confirmation. 
Only two other senators — 
one Democrat and one Republi 
can —- announced their deci­ 
sions to vote against the former 
New York governor. Minority 
Leader Hugh Scott. R-Pa., pre­ 
dicted that no more than a 
“baker’s dozen will oppose the 
nomination. 
All other senators who issued 
statements or spoke Monday 
during a slow and formal de­ 
bate on the Senate floor said 
they would vote in favor of the 
nomination, which has been 
pending since Aug. 21. 
The Rockefeller nomination 
still must be voted on by the 
House Judiciary Committee 
and the House of Representa­ 
tives. 
In a letter to President Ford, 


Goldwater said he had original­ 
ly expected to support the nom­ 
ination. But Goldwater said tes­ 
timony before the Senate Rules 
Committee 
and 
House 
Judiciary 
Com mittee 
had 
changed his mind. 
“ It is now apparent to me 
that Mr. Rockefeller did in ef­ 
fect use his own personal mon­ 
ey to accomplish the purchase 
of political power,” Goldwater 
said. 
Goldwater’s remarks were 
echoed in the Senate debate by 
Sen. William L. Scott, R-Va., 
who also said he objected to the 
more than $2 million in gifts 
and loans made by Rockefeller 
to various associates in the New 
York state government. 
A 
different 
protest 
came 
from Sen. Jam es B. Ahourezk, 
D-S.D He said he is less con­ 
cerned about allegations of im­ 
propriety than he is about the 
total impact of the billion-dollar 
Rockefeller family fortune on 
the nation’s foreign and mili­ 
tary spending policies. 
Both Scott and Ahourezk said 
they would vote against the 
nomination.

We re painfully aw are that we re beginning to 
ixind like a broken record but som eone in a posi­ 
tion of top authority, presum ably President 
Ford, must m ake a m eaningful decision very 
soon relating to energy conservation in this 
country 
' The procrastination that has marked the fed ­ 
eral governm ent’s approach to that problem for 
ihonths is baffling and could be downright dan 
gerous —• unless, of course, all the reports we 
have been getting on an energy “crisis 
for the 
last year or more are false or overstated. 
Last winter's Arab oil em bargo brought the 
fuel shortage home to the American public in no 
uncertain terms as it becam e exceedingly d iffi­ 
cult. at tim es, to obtain gasoline to keep cars 
cunning. 
ONCE THE EMBARGO was lifted the situa­ 
tion returned to norm al or so close to it that it has 
been alm ost im possible for the average citizen to 
notice any difference 
Yet w e w ere told repeatedly during the em 
bargo that once it w as lifted the United States 
still would have an energy shortage - one that 
could last a decade or more unless em ergency 
Steps w ere instituted 
l If that be true then w e certainly are hastening 
the day w hen our nation will be in deep trouble 
because w e're all using gasoline and other 
energy a s if the supply were inexhaustible. 
r There really has been no concerted public ef­ 
fort to d ate this fall to encourage voluntary con­ 
servation — less driving, lower settings of fur 
pace therm ostats and all the other steps that 
were so prominent in the news a relatively few 
months ago. 
The biggest argum ent on energy in the federal 
governm ent in recent w eeks has centered on a 
gasoline tax — on whether we should have one or 
not. 
Most of the top advisers to the President, in­ 


cluding Treasury Secretary William E. Simon. 
Interior Secretarv Rogers C. B. Morton and 
Federal R eserve Board Chairman Arthur Bum s, 
either are advocating a gasoline tax openly or 
are urging strongly that it be given strong 
consideration 
Y et President Ford has denied repeatedly that 
he is interested in such a tax and even chided 
Secretary Morton gently on one occasion for 
mentioning it. 
We aren’t critical of the President for not 
jum ping at the idea of a gasoline tax. On the con­ 
trary. we basically share his reservations about 
it 
mainly because it would penalize most se­ 
verely low and middle incom e wage earners who 
would have difficulty getting to and from work if 
gasoline w ere taxed out of their price range for 
daily driving 


WE WOULD TEND TO favor som e sort of ra­ 
tioning, with all its potential pitfalls and com 
plexities. as being fairer across the board than a 
tax The prim e criteria for the amount of gaso 
line allotted to each driver should be need, much 
as it was in World War II, although the system 
need not be as extensive or as stringent as it was 
during the war 
However, 
before 
the 
federal 
government 
m oves into any type of drastic conservation 
m easure 
gasoline tax. rationing, a tax on 
autom obiles according to weight and horse 
power, or w hatever 
som eone w ill have to spell 
out the specific need a lot more clearly than has 
been done to date 
The Am erican people have proved often in the 
past that they are willing to endure alm ost any 
inconvenience or hardship if it’s absolutely nec­ 
essary in the best interests of the country. 
But they scarcely can be expected to react 
positively if the governm ent itself doesn't seem 
to know w here it is going or what it wants to do.

There is a National Guard unit 
in Daytona Beach which, for 
the past decade, has been using 
tax funds for the purpose of re­ 
maining proficient in obsoles­ 
cence.

serve system , a system that has 
through

defied 
alm ost all attem pts to modify 
or e lim in a te it. A m erican s 
spend more than $4 billion an­ 
nually to preserve a 2.4-million 
man reserve apparatus that in 
the opinion of many military 
and 
c iv ilia n 
o b serv ers 
is 
largely a joke. 
NUMEROUS 
investigations 
have reinforced this opinion. A 
recen t 
B rookings 
In stitu te 
study concluded that most re­ 
serve units (including R eserve 
and Guard com ponents) are 
w oefu lly 
short 
of 
com bat 
capacity ; that at least 300.000 of 
the paid reservists (there are 
925,000) could be elim inated 
without fear of disrupting na­ 
tional security and that, indeed, 


the state of the reserves is so 
low 
that entire new 
regular 
arm y units could be brought to 
proficiency in the tim e it would 
take to whip m ost reservists 
into battlefield condition. 
The Daytona Beach battery is 
a ripe illustration of the last 
point. While it has been shining 
up outdated AA artillery for the 
p ast dozen 
y ea r s, 
se v e r a l 
generations of new air defense 
guns have com e and gone Says 
one Florida Guard colonel: “ If 
we could, w e’d get the new 
weapons. As it is, if it cam e to 
an em ergency, w e’d have to 
com pletely re train these men 
in the new weaponry. 
That 
would probably take months 
Maybe it would take as much as 
a year. Even then, rem em ber, 
they’d be no good against nu 
clear attack.’’

consumption of oil. 
The energy crisis has "never been m ore se­ 
rious,” says W’illiam W. Boeschenstein, presi­ 
dent of Owens-Com ing Fiberglas Corp. He re­ 
cently called upon the nation's architects, engi­ 
neers and professionals in related fields to "alert 
the Am erican people to the reality of the 
situation and m obilize them to take im m ediate

defensive m easures. 
Boeschenstein spoke at the third Owens-Corn- 
ing Energy Conservation Awards dinner, the fi­ 
nale Of an annual com petition that recognizes 
architects, engineers and owners of buildings 
who have m ade advances in conserving energy 
On the one hand, there are grounds for confi 
dence. he said. The nation’s total use of energy is 
projected to decline this year for the first tim e 
since 1958 
But the negative side of the picture may well 
be stronger: Demand for imported oil began to 
swing upward again in September and consump­ 
tion of motor gasoline is running 25 to 30 per cent 
ahead of last winter. 


The technology needed to do the job is already 
in existence, said Boeschenstein. What is lacking 
is a sense of urgency, and the only ones who can 
create it are those who understand the problem 
— "who have a practical, working knowledge of 
how bad things really a re .” 
Significantly, however, for the first time in the 
history of the awards, the judges found no w in­ 
ners in the industrial and com m ercial building 
design categories, which account for 70 per cent 
of the energy consumed in the United States. 
If those w ho know “ how bad things .really are" 
are not yet possessed by a sense of urgency, little 
wonder that the rest of the population is going 
about the business of energy consumption pretty 
much as usual. 


T ill S IT IS that rather than 
add to the national security, 
much 
of 
A m erica’s 
reserve 
m ilitary capacity m ay be de­ 
tracting from it. "The sheer 
statistics of the reserves may 
have lulled us into a sense of 
false security,’’ says a Brook­ 
ings staffer. "We say we have 
alm ost 2.5 million in the reserve 
force and that sounds gigantic. 
Actually, given the probable foe 
in an atom ic age, it is nothing 
but m athem atics. Our reserve

The armed services com m it­ 
tees recognize the reserve de­ 
ficiencies. but think in terms of 
increasing outlays to achieve 
better performance. “Cut the 
budget’’” says an astonished 
staffer, 
“are you 
kidding?” 
About half the members of both 
armed services committees are 
reservists. 


Still, in tim es of inflation, 
cuts may not he avoided for 
long. One idea worth consider­ 
ing is a total restructuring of 
the reserves into cadre units. 
This, done now on a small scale, 
would elim inate everyone from 
selected (paid) status except 
highly skilled or administrative 
people who would continue to 
keep organizational apparatus 
active toward the day of pos­ 
sible mobilization. 


If the day cam e, the cadre 
would sim ply call ready (stand­ 
by) reservists up to flesh out 
the ranks. The citizen-soldiers, 
this w ay, would still be ready 
for em ergency duty, but the na­ 
tion wouldn’t pay them unless it 
occurred.

A tederal judge in Orlando. 
Fla., has set a hearing for Jan 
H in a case challenging school 
practices, including the oppor­ 
tunity tor individual prayer at 
the beginning of the school day. 
"We will undoubtedly carry it 
all the way if need he,” says 
Jerom e Bornstein, attorney for 
39 parents 
Protestants, Ro­ 
man Catholics. Jew s and non­ 
believers 
who initiated the 
suit. 
The case is one of the latest 
am ong scores 
on 
issues 
ranging from com m unal grace 
m the school lunchroom to in­ 
vocations at com m encem ent 
that have been spawned by the 
high court's historic rulings. 
In 1962, the court held that a 
New 
York program of daily 
classroom prayer, using a non- 
denoniational prayer composed 
by the State Board of Regents, 
was unconstitutional 
A year later, the court struck 
down a Pennsylvania law re­ 
quiring Bible reading, on a vol­ 
untary basis, at the beginning 
n| the school day. At the sam e 
time, the court invalidated a lo­ 
cal practice of starting out the 
day 
with 
recitation 
of 
the 
Lord’s Prayer. 
The practices w ere held to 
violate the first to words in the 
Bill of Rights: “Congress shall 
make no law respecting an e s ­ 
tablishment ot religion 
Since then, there have been 
these developm ents am ong oth­ 
ers: 
In 1904. the Suprem e Court 
ruled that a challenge to the 
constitutionality 
ot 
baccalau­ 
reate s e n ices in public schools 
was 
properly 
dism issed 
be­ 
cause it did not present any 
substantial federal question to 
be decided 
In 1973. a federal court in 
Texas, in a ease challenging 


com m unal 
blessings 
in

school 
lunchroom, 
barred 
a 
school from requiring students 
to participate in any prayer or 
Bible 
recitation 
as 
part 
of 
school practice or cerem ony. 
The court said students could 
engage in the “ personal recita­ 
tion at will of prayers at any 
time," as long as they w ere not 
connected with any school rou­ 
tine and did not disrupt the 
classroom or lunchroom deco- 
m m . The decision was not ap­ 
pealed. 


The US.Circuit Court in St. 
Louis earlier this year rules 
unconstitutional the reading of 
Bible verses and recitation of 
tho Lord’s Prayer over a school 
m tereome system . The court 
also ruled out tone distribution 
of Bibles in the schools by the 
Gideon Society. No appeal to 
the Suprem e Court was made. 


And. on Oct 29 of this year, 
the Supreme Court declined to 
review a decision of the Penn­ 
sylvania Supreme Court that an 
invocation at a 
high school 
co m m en cem en t 
does 
not 
violate the Constitution. The

the

“ perm issible 
accom odation between church 
and state." 
The 
Florida 
case w as 
in­ 
stituted in 1970 against school 
authorities of O range County. It 
challenged a school board reso­ 
lution authorizing opportunity 
for individual prayer and Bible 
reading or a devotion or m edi­ 
tation at the beginning of the 
school day. 
Also challenged was a state 
law requiring teachers to “ in­ 
culcate. by precept and ex- 
am ple, the principles of truth, 
honesty and patriotism and the 
practice of every Christian vir 
tue."

US. District 
Judge G eorge ('. Young d is­ 
m issed the case and the plaint- 
ill's appealed. The US. Circuit 
Court in New Orleans ordered 
Young to take further evidence

This holiday season can re ­ 
sult in needless tragedy unless

proper 
precautions

taken with the Christmas tree 
and decorations, Salem Fire 
Chief M. R. Cat la* warns. 
A number of safety advisor­ 
ies have been issued by the 
chief regarding the correct pro­ 
cedure in setting up the tree, 
lights, trimmings, candles, and 
other festive Christmas items. 
Chief Catlos noted that the 
tree, filled with pitch and resin, 
is highly combustible, igniting 
very 
easily 
and 
burnin g 
furiously. He added: 


\ FRESH TREE 
will stay 
green longer and be less of a 
lire hazard than a dry tree To 
check for freshness, rem em ber 
to check for color and scent — a 
fresh tree is deep green in color 
and has a strong scent of pine; 
be sure that the needles do not 
readily fall frojn the tree; and 
check that the trunk butt is 
sticky with sap 
Place the Christmas tree in a 
location away from fireplaces, 
radiators, or other heat sour 
res Be sure that it is out of the 
traffic pattern and does not 
block doorways. 


Cut off about two inches of the 
trunk Mount the tree in sturdy 
water-holding stand with wide­ 
spread legs. Be sure that the 
tree is stable. 
Fill the base holder with w a­ 
ter and keep it full of water 
while the tre e is indoors. 
Heated rooms dry trees out 
rapidly, and a dry tree is a fire 
hazard 
A R T I F I C I A L 
T R E E S 
should bear the UL (Under­ 
w riters L aboratories* label. 
Some unlabeled plastic trees 
burn with extrem e vigor. 
“Keep the safety of your fam ­ 
ily in mind when selecting trim ­ 
mings 
and 
decorating your 
tree," the fire chief advised. He 
recommended: When choosing 
the finishing touches for the 
tree, purchase tinsel or artifi­ 
cial icicles of a non-leaded m a ­ 
terial, since leaded materials 
may be hazardous if eaten by 
children or pets. 
If youngsters are a part of 
your family, take special care 
to avoid decorations that tend 
to break easily or have sharp 
♦•dges. 
keep tree trimmings 
that are small or have re ­ 
movable parts out of reach of 
children; don’t purchase orna­ 


ments that resemble candy or 
foods A small child may t**y to 
eat them.

C h ristm as 
lights, 
candles, 
w rapping p ap er, and fire ­ 
places. They are. 
LIGHTS: Use only lights that 
have been tested for safety. 
Identify these by the UL label 
from U n d e rw rite rs L a b o ra ­ 
tories. Check each set of lights 
for broken or cracked sockets, 
frayed or bare wires, loose con­ 
nections. and discard any items 
vou deem unsafe. 
Check labels of lights to be 
used outdoors to see that they 
are suitable for outdoor use. 
Never use indoor lights outside. 
Fasten outdoor lights securely 
to trees, walls, or other firm 
support to protect them from 
wind damage. 
Use no more than three sets 
of lights for each extension. Do 
not use more than the recom­ 
mended number of lights in one 
circuit. 
Always turn off lights on 
trees and 
other decorations 
when you go to bed or leave 
your home A short circuit in 
any of this equipment could 
cause a fire. 
NEVER USE electric lights 
on a metallic tree. Damaged in­ 
sulation in lighting on a m e­ 
tallic tree could cause the en­ 
tire tree to be charged with 


electricity. To avoid this dan­ 
ger, use colored spotlights 
above or beside a metal tree, 
never fastened onto it. 
Keep children away from 
light sets and electrical decora­ 
tions. All lights present the 
problem of shock and casualty 
hazards for curious kids. 
CANDLES: Never use light­ 
ed candles on a tree or near 
other evergreens. Always use 
non-flammable candleholders. 
Keep away from other deco­ 
rations and' wrapping paper. 
Place candles where they can­ 
not be knocked down or blown 
over. 
PAPER: Always dispose of 
wrappings immediately after 
opening. Place trash in a metal 
container. Don’t burn w rap­ 
pings in the fireplace, they may 
ignite suddenly and cause a 
flash fire. 
FIRES: Before starting your 
fire, be sure to remove all 
paper decorations and boughs 
from the immediate area. Be 
sure the flue is open. Never set 
up the Christmas tree near the 
fireplace. 
USE A SCREEN to enclose 
the front of your fireplace to 
confine live embers and sparks 
to the fire box.

1 he ooard said that since 
all the people are consumers all 
should benefit from property 
taxes on such utilities. 
The new standards, designed 
to strengthen instructional pro­ 
grams of colleges preparing 
students for teaching careers, 
will be phased into effect over a 
four-year period beginning Jan. 
1, 1976. 
Major revisions would re­ 
quire that prospective teachers 
gain more classroom teaching 
experience, receive training in 
reading instruction and receive 
instruction in diagnosing learn­ 
ing problems and in estab­ 
lishing a 
corrective instruc­ 
tional program. 
The standards also call for 
lowered faculty-student ratios 
for better supervision of stu­ 
dents working in schools as part 
of their training. 
During a publie hearing held 


by the board of the standards 
prior to its regular monthly 
meeting, nearly all witnesses 
favored the new requirements. 
Most indicated they consid­ 
ered the revised standards a

toward

teacher education. Several 
noted that the standards must 
be backed up with adequate 
state funding of college training 
programs. 
The board a iso agreed to es­ 
tablish a 15-member committee 
of educators, students and lay 
citizens to maintain and revise 
teacher 
education 
standards 
and recommend requirements 
on which teaching licenses will 
be issued. 
The board of education will 
appoint committee members to 
staggered, five-year terms. 
The legislative proposals 
covered virtually all areas of 
school operations. 
Infant Boy With Major 
Organs Reversed Healthy 


PASADENA, Calif. (AP) - A 
3-week-old boy born with his 
major organs reversed in a 
"mirror-image" of the normal 
arrangement has been released 
from a hospital by doctors who 
say he can live a reasonably 
normal life. 
The rare but not unheard-of 
condition also left Julian Ar­ 
guelles with a heart containing 
only two chambers, rather than 
the*usual four chambers. 
In addition, a defect in the 
artery between his heart and 
lungs forced surgeons to install 
a bypass vessel the day after he 
was born. 
Julian, born Nov. 18 to Ralph 
Arguelles and Maria Gonzalez 
of Los Angeles, has his heart 
tilted toward the right side of 
his chest instead of the left; his 
stomach on the right side rath­ 
er than the left, and his liver in 
his left midsection instead of 
his right. The major blood ves­ 
sels are also reversed. 
Even the boy’s appendix is 
reversed. One doctor said, "If 
he ever has appendicitis, it will 
hurt on the left side instead of 
the right." 
Doctors at Huntington »Me­ 
morial Hospital, where the boy 
was taken soon after his birth at 
Queen of the Valley Hospital in 
West Covina, said there would 
be no attempt to transpose the 
organs.

W ASHINGTON <AP) - Con­ 
gress has passed and sent to 
President Ford a bill directing 
the government to take posses­ 
sion of former President Rich­ 
ard M Nixon’s tapes and pa­ 
pers.

sequent pact between Ford and 
the Watergate prosecutor. 
Rep John Brademas, D-Ind.t 
House floor m anager for the 
bill, said he submitted the bill 
for final House passage only

CONCORD, NH.(AP) — In a 
takeoff on 
the 
Boston Tea 
Party, a band of New Hamp­ 
shire residents has dumped 
make-believe sugar into the 
Merrimack River in a “sugar 
party” protesting the high price 
of the sweetener. 
They carried signs with slo­ 
gans such as “It can be a sweet 
holiday without sugar ... Raise 
cane about sugar prices.” 
About 20 persons, many of 
them elderly, took part in the 
opening move of what the spon­ 
soring New Hampshire Com­ 
m unity 
Action 
Program 
D irectors A ssociation said 
would be a boycott of sugar. 
The make-believe sugar, ac­ 
tually sawdust, was dumped 
into the M errimack from a 
bridge. 
“We couldn’t afford to dump 
sugar in there," said Richard 
E 
Kelley, association presi­ 
dent He said the campaign is 
aimed at reaching not the low- 


mcome sector of the public, but 
the people who can afford to 
buy sugar and sugar-related 
foods. 
“ We’re not asking poor 
people to stop using sugar. 
T hey’ve 
already 
stopped 
buying it. What we’re trying to 
do is get the people who can pay 
the price to refuse to do so and 
perhaps lower the price.” he 
said. 
Kelley said the Community 
Action Program , funded in part 
by the federal government, is 
Involved in the boycott because 
it represents the interests of 
low-income people. 
He said the price of sugar has 
increased in 18 months from 49 
cents for a five-pound hag to 
more than $4 for five pounds in 
some areas*. 
‘The only way you can drive 
down the price of something is 
to stop buying it,” he said. Kel­ 
ley said preliminary plans call 
for a boycott of two weeks, but 
he said it may go longer.

He said awarding of the bid to 
other than the low bidder was 
costing county taxpayers an 
additional $700.

But in eastern Ken­ 
tucky's District 30—where only 
a quarter of the mines operated 
on Monday—pickets apparently 
closed down operations again 
Tuesday, 
There was no report of pick­ 
eting on Monday or Tuesday in 
Tennessee. 
Pit bosses in Indiana’s mines 
refused to comment on the ten­ 
tative agreem ent and the possi­ 
bility of withdrawal of pickets, 
saying union officials would re­ 
lease a statem ent later in the 
day.

The Redskins, three-point un­ 
derdogs against the Rams, now 
9-4. boosted their record to 9-4 
and tied St. Louis for the lead in 
the NFC East on the passing of 
Bill Kilmer, who hurled three 
touchdown passes in the second 
period to give Washington a 20- 
10 halitime lead 
Allen, who worried about the 
pulled leg muscle of place-kick- 
er Mark Moseley and the badly 
bruised — and possibly broken 
— right leg of middle line­ 
backer 
Harold 
McLinton. 
called it a “ costly” victory 
The Rams lost for the first 
time to 13 home games since 
Chuck Knox took over from 
Tommy Prothro. Allen's suc­ 
cessor 
Quarterback Kilmer and ex- 
Ram defensive tackle Diron 
Talbert had nothing but praise 
for their potential playoff ad­ 
versary. 
“ We had to win We didn't 
want to wait until next week.” 
said Kilmer of the Redskin 
emotions 
Kilmer, who completed 19 of 
29 passes for 269 yards, added 
that the Rams Monday night. “ I 
don't believe ... played up to 
their potential.” 
Allen said he was not sur­

2 Bomb Threats Had Browns 
Worried--On Plane, On Field 


C L E V E L A N D 
(A P )- T h e 
Cleveland 
Browns 
had 
two 
bomb threats to worry about 
this past weekend when going 
to Dallas to play the Cowboys 
One of them came through and 
the other didn’t. 
The successful one was the 
combination of quarterback 
Roger Staubach and 
wide 
receiver Golden Richards. The 
unsuccessful one was received 
on 
the 
plane 
as 
they 
ap­ 
proached the Dallas Airport. 
“ I can’t say that the bomb 
threat (on the plane) had any­ 
thing to do with our defeat, but 
it sure had a lot of us worried.” 
Skorich said. 
As the Browns were about to 
touch down, Skorich was in­ 
formed 
that someone 
had 
callc*d an airline agent in Cleve­ 
land and said there was a bomb 
on the plane. 
“ We thought it might be a 
hoax because it was called to 
Eastern Airlines and we were 
on a United charter flight, but 
we weren’t taking any chan­ 
ces.” Skorich recalled. 
Skorich said they took the 
plane to an isolated section of 
the airfield and were told to de­ 
part swiftly. 
“ You’ve never seen so many 
guys do the 100-yard dash so 
fast in your life,” Skorich said. 
The plane threat proved to be 
a bad prank, but once Staubach 
started working on the Browns 
it was a different story. 
Staubach hit Richards with 
TD tosses of 35and 43 yards and 
also completed a 42-varder to 
Billy Joe DuPree and when it 
was all over the Browns lost 41- 
17 and dropped their season 
record to 4-9. 
“ Everybody

Stein put it very well when she 
wrote, “ a rose, is a rose, is a 
rose “ A vitamin is a \ itamin, is 
a vitamin I might add your let­ 
ter is a treasure trove of m isin­ 
formation Unfortunately such 
ideas are w idespread 
First, chemists consider or 
game those compounds that 
contain carbon This includes 
alcohol, table sugar, oil, gas, 
coal, plastic 
and 
thousands 
upon thousands ot other com­ 
pounds 
Inorganic arc the 
chemical compounds that do 
not contain carbon, such as 
table salt made irom the two 
elements, sodium and chlorine 
All vitam ins 
are 
organic 
whether they are manufactured 
in a laboratory or extracted 
from a plant or other food 
The body does not reject inor 
game items We use what salt 
we need, regardless of whether 
it comes in our milk, vege­ 
tables, meat or out of the salt 
shaker Calcium an inorganic 
element, is used to build our 
bones. So that idea is ridicu­ 
lous 
Salt mined from the earth is 
no different than salt extracted 
from meat or a plant We can’t 
change the chemical elements 
So it is with organic and syn­ 
thetic vitamins We know the 
chemical structure of the vita ­ 
mins. including every blessed 
atom and how they are hooked 
together like a crossword 
puzzle. It makes no difference 
whether vitamin C is extracted 
from a plant or built in the 
laboratory atom by atom, so to 
speak It is the same 
Natural vitamins are not de 
stroved 
by 
processing 
The 
package label must reflect the 
final amount of the vitamins 
present regardless of how they 
areobtained And. vitamins are 
not enzymes They are used to 
help build some enzymes inside 
your body 
The form vitamins come in 
sometimes makes a difference 
A good example here is folic 
acid dolacin). In the leafy 
vegetables it is hard to separate 
and absorb through the intes 
tine For this reason the syn­ 
thetic form, unattached to other 
food elements, is more easily 
absorbed and more effective If 
you extracted the folic acid 
from the food and used it in 
pure form, however, it would 
have the same effect 
I know this will not satitf) 
many people who don’t want to 
be confused by the facts These 
people w ill continue to pay ex­ 
tra money for “ natural" vita 
mins or for a special brand 
name, but thv truth remains a
